enormously expensive by the seizing of 


the most important part of the island 
by the holders of a South African land 
grant, known as the Strathcona scrip. 

Kaien Island is not shown on the 
maps of the Canadian Department of 
lands and Works, though shown on 
the Admiralty maps. Thys Kaien 
island was left out when Simpson Pen- 
insula was made a government reserve, 
thirteen years ago. Learning these 
facts, George T. Kane of Kasilo went to 
Kaien Island lest March on the same 
steamer which carried Grani Trunk 
engineers. Using Strathcona scrip, 


Kane located 2500 acres abutting deep | 


water, securing the cream of the waiter 
front, two and a half miles in extent. 
His associates secured the remainder, 
and the Ottawa government refused to 
accept the scrip, and made a reserva- 
tion of the ‘entire island, leaving the

DR. CHADWICK 
MEETS WIFE. 


She Declares Stories About | 
Herself are Lies. 


Both Break Down and Weep, 
“linging Together. 


Constant Cry of “Trust Me” 
from the Woman, 


THE ASSOCIATED 

CLEVELAND, Jan. 1.—Unheralded 
and unembarrassed by a crowd of the 
curious, the home-coming today of Dr. 
Leroy 8. Chadwick was in diametric 
contrast to the arrival of his wife, 
three weeks ago. ‘ihe hour of the day 
and the fact that but few people were 


that of an ordinary traveler. No one 
Was at the station to meet him, with 
the exception of Attorney Kerruish. 
Even his.stepson, Emil, failed to see 
him until 9 o'clock. Young Hoover had 
planned to board the train at an out- 
lying station, but the train had come 
into that station and departed before 
Emil was aware of the fact. 

Sheriff Barry, in whose company Dr, 
Chadwick was, on the trip from New 
York, chose to come to Cleveland over 
the Pennsylvania road. The train ar- 
rived at Cleveland at 7:30 o'clock this 
morning. Scarcely any of the few at 
the station knew of the party's arri- 
val. and the Sheriff and Dr. Chadwick 
were driven to the County Jail quick- 
ly. A bond, provided Saturday even- 
ing by Attorney Virgil P. Kline and 
Attorney Dawley, was at the jail on the 
arrival of Dr. Chadwick,.and he soon 
was released. After the preliminaries 
in the Sheriff's office, Dr. Chadwick 
Was escorted by, Sheriff Barry to the 
fourth floor of the women’s ward, 
where his wife is held a prisoner. 

The meeting between the two was 
pathetic in the extreme. Mrs. (had- 
Wick arose when she heard the steps 
in the corridor, and fell into her hus- 
band’s arms when she recognized him. 
Both broke down, and wept. convulsive- 
ly for several minutes, while clinging 
to each other, the Sheriff attempting 
meanwhile to conscle them. There was 
ne artificiality about the scene. Gen- 
uine grief and genuine joy intermin- 
gied. Even the Sheriff, hardened as 
he must be by continual contact with 
people in every form of distress, was 
deeply affected. 

Little by little, the first shock grew 
less severe, and the two sat down for 
a talk that continued for an hour and 
‘a half. There were pleadings and par- 
tial responses when the more serfous 
predicament of husband and wife was 
at length appreciated. Dr. Chadwick 
has lost his all in the operations of his 
wife, and the large independent for- 
tune of his only child has been swept 
away. Mrs. Chadwick tried to imbue 
him with the thought of her innocence 
of any wrongdoing. His only response 
to these pleas was “I hope so.” 

The troubles into which both have 
been plunged were thoroughly dis- 
cussed, The wife told the story, in- 
terspersed by violent fits of weeping, 
in which, at times, Dre Chadwick 
joined. There were no apparent eva- 
sions, but there was a constant cry of 
“Trust me! Trust me!” on the part 
of the woman. 

“Don't believe these stories which 
the newspapers have been printing 
about me,” she said. “They are all 
lies, every one of them. I have done 
notZing wrong. Believe me; trust me: 
everything will come out all right in 
the end, and it will be seen that I 
have been gulity of none of these 
things the public charges me with. 
Don't think I deceive you; I will tell 
vou the truth, and I tell you that ali 
these reports ate lies—lies,”’ 

“I can only hope so,” was the hus- 
band’s answer. “I have trusted you, 
and it is hard to believe anything; my 
mind is so confused. This has been 
ach a terrible shock, and I don't un- 
d and any of it. I want time to 
think of it. I do not say I won't trust 
you; only give me time to collect my 
thoughts. Ever since I heard of this 
trouble in Paris, I have been bothered, 
and my life has been made a most 
unbearable one. I huve been followed 
and hounded until I can think of noth- 
ing else. I am not the judge. I can 
only hope that everything will come 
out all right, as you say.” 

After an hour's earnest conversation, 
conducted for the most mart in scarcely 
audible whispers, Sheriff Barry was 
asked by Mrs. Chadwick to send for 
her attorney, J. P. Dawley, who was 
wailing with Attorney Kerruish in the 
ja‘! office. Dawley went to Mrs. (had- 
Wick'’s cell and had a joint conference 
with her and Dr. Chadwick, the result 
of wolch wags aald to be the instructing 
uf the two prisoners by Dawley as to 
their future public action. 

During the time of Dawley's presence 
with them, both Dr. and Mrs. (hnad- 
Wick gave way to their feelings, and 
Mrs. Chadwick wept aloud. Dawley 
was with then for an hour. When 
Dr. Chadwick rose to leave the jail, 
Mrs. Chadwick apparently felt more 
aeverely than ever before the desola- 
tion of her position. 

She knew helther that her husband 
was her chnarnpion and protector, nor 
that ls symeathy for her had been 
ewept away. She clung to him for a 
moment, and again pleaded with him 
for his confidence. With tears in his 
eyes, he told her she had his confi- 
dence until proof is produced to shat- 
ter it. The doctor was amazed, for a 
moeenent, upon reaching the turnkey’s 


room. Emi! Hoover had arrived at the 
jail, while Dr. Chadwick was with his 
wife, and Was awaiting his stepfather 
in the office. The father grabbed both 


hands of the boy. and searched his 
face a moment before eneaking. 

“Emil,” elowly said ihe docotr, “tk 
has been a tong time since I saw rou.

LEAVES TOWN. 


OR. IRVINE LOOKS HAGGARD AND 
DOES NOT EXPLAIN. 


Communicates With None of His 
Former Vestrymen or Parishioners 
At Huntingdon, Pa., and Denies 
Himself to Friends—Miller Got Te!- 
egram Asking Him te Keep Quiet. 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

HUNTINGDON (Pa.) Jan. L—Rev. I 
N. W. Irvine, the deposed rector of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, who arrived 
here from Philadelphia last night and 
immediately sought seclusion at the 
home of Vestryman Hillier, one of the 
men whose names appear on .the pre- 
sentenent of Bishop Talbot, left for the 
bust at noon today. He was accom- 
panied to the train by Hillier. 
Vine looked careworn 


unliuterrupted silence to all newspa- 
per interviewers, At the station a rep- 
reseniative of the Associated Press 
was cordialiy greeted ®y Dr. Irvine, 
but the clergyman would give no in- 
formation concerning the purpose of 
the visit. Vesiryman Hiilier wag like- 
Wise silent, 

Dr. Irvine's unexpected departure 
today is viewed here as inexplicable 
alike by his friends and opponents. He 
cOtmununicated with none of his former 
vestrymen or parishioners. and denied 
himself to all friends. It is generally 
believed that the briefness of his visit 
Was due to his failure to influence the 
veseryinen who have repudiated their 
signatures on the presentment to oer- 
mit their names to remain on that pa- 
per. 

I: is understood that an effort was 
made by Dr. Irvine to communicate 
witth John Langdon, one of the men 
who repudiated the presentment, Dut 
without success, 

When asked today whether he had 
seen Dr. Irvine, Langdon said: “No, 
and I don’t want to. He knows better 
than to come to my house. I feel 
deeply grieved at the publicity my 
name has been given in the matter, 
and would gladly escape any further 
annoyance. It seeens that Irvine's gole 
purpose is to destroy the tranquillity 
of our @arish.” 

It is now definitely known that Ves- 
tryman W. G. Miller did receive a 
telegram with Dr. Irvine's name signed 
to it, asking him to keep quiet, and 
that a letter explaining the misrep- 
resentation would follow. Dr. Irvine's 
ch'ef counsellor, Herbert Green, de- 
nies that such an agreement was sent 
by the deposed clergyman. Since the 
rereipt of this telegram, Vesiryman 
Miller, who seoured the signatures to 
the presentment, has Srusquely refused 
to speak further on the question. 

In expectation of Dr. Irvine's appear- 


ance at St. John’s Church, a larger 
crowd was attracted than the little 
chureh could accommodate. The rec-

Denithorne repllied that 
if Dr. Irvine wanted to see him he 
knew where to find him. Dr. [Irvine 
he sald, certainly owed him an ex- 
planation. but he did not propose to 
hunt up the clergyman to ge: it.

But neither of them 
ja ecientific for the simple reason that 
it is impossible for us to demonstrate 
it. The merning stars that to- 
gether and the sons of God that shout- 
ed for joy in the morning of creation 
had ecular demonstration, and to them 
creation was science.

that an astronomer can foretell an 
eclipse. Paul taught all nations are 
of the aame biood; but {iz hard- 
ly agreed with him.

A Cruise Along the Sunset Shore 
is Like an Excursion Through a 
Vast Aquarium, Menagerie and 
Aviary Combined — Nowhere Else 
Can the Like be Seen.

Yachtsmen of Southern California 
get more for a small outlay than is 
possible anywhere else. They sail in 
an aquarium and menagerie and aviary 
combined. Where else can you sail 
in a pleasure vessel through hun- 
dreds of seals that are taking their 
dinner from the deep? Where else do 
you timorously skirt a school of whales, 
or dodge the twenty-foot shark, or 
spear at huge turties with the pike- 

Where else are fish provided 
with isinglass wings and come flying 
into the cockpit’ Where else do you 
catch a 400-pound fish with a hook and 
lane? Where else do you put down a 
net and pull out a ton of sardines? 

Well, you may get the flying fish, the 
ducks, the plover and the gulls else- 
where, and f£ admit that the waters 
around Capri, and, in fact, all through 
the eastern half of the Mediterranean, 
are just as clear as our own, and of 
a darker blue, yet with nothing to see 
in them—no submarine ga s or 
tropical forests with blazing fish in- 
stead of birds, nor any shells worth 
speaking about, nor any of the uncata- 
logued wonders that will keep Pacific 
Coast scientists busy for a million 
years. The yachtsman who locally 
gets most out of yachting, Is the one 
who is sumething else than a yachts- 
man, but it is a mere toss-up whether 
the naturalist or the conchologist or 
the botanist has the best of it, for all 
the special students have their hands 
full, and more. 

MARINE FLORA. 

Commodore Herbert Pease took out 
a tenderfoot who came from the apart- 
ment-house wilderness of New York 
City and didn’t know a thing about 
the ‘ific. When the Venus had 
cleared the breakwater about five miles, 
the tenderfoot spied what seemed to 
be a mass of floating wrec e. Ap- 
parentiy there were ends of small, 
round, yellow rs sticking up, and 
the newcomer that some little 
yacht muse have been dismasted in 
this neighborhood.

There were 
tens of thousands of them. and they 
took no notice of the yacht until it

same moment.

WONDERFUL PANORAMA. 

The last twenty-five miles of that 
trip supplied yachting obtainable no- 
where else thamon the Coast of South. 
ern California. From daybreak to 10 
o'clock we ran past mountains and 
glens of blue and purple, and behind 
them more mountains, till the last 
peaks were shaded off to the last tints 
of cobalt and rose-madder. And the 
whole of it was Tronted with white 
acres of rolling surf, while we danced 
along in the blue, and sailed thraugh 
many miles of kelp—-through long ave- 
nues in the trailing seaweed which na 
storm can uproot. This was especially 
curious when rounding in past Point 
Loma to the harbor. Here the long 
trailers from the bottom covered the 
whole surface and made it look like 
a green and yellow prairie. The high 
and long ocean swells were here clipped 
of all their white caps, but supplied 
the regular roll of the old Wisconsin 
prairie. The Mischief, which was 
leading us by a hundred yards, had her 
spinnaker set and sometimes she was 
up on a hill and we were down i 
the hollow as we both rushed at full 
speed through miles of long prairie 


grass. 
OCEANS OF FISH. 

Words cannot interpret the curious 
sensation that this sort of salling has 
for a newcomer from any other part 
of the world. On the Atlantic ‘toast 
we se? occdsional sharks and blue fish, 
but this is no preparation for the Pa- 
cific that fairly teems with fish, On 
that day the fish were leaping in ev- 
ery. direction, the albicore, with their 
fina like drawn sabers, the yellow-tall 
the tuna and a hundred others. 


STRANGE SEABIRDS. 


Even the anchorages of the local 
yachtsamen have a romantic setting. At 
present the jagged rocks on the south- 
east side of Deadman’s Island are lined 
with seabirds that came in about a 
month ago. They seem to sit up 
erectiy on their taile, Iike pengvine, 
and they fiy so like a large duck that 
rany sportsmen waste powder and 
shot on them. But they never shoot 
them twice, as their bodies are simply 
gutta-percha, and useless for any pos- 
sible purpose. Iy common with the 
pictures of seabirds in books of our 
childhood, they have an absurd way 
of hanging out their wings to dry in 
the sun after they have been bathing. 
Of course, this is really a sensible 
procedure, but it makes them Jook as 
filly as did the extinct Great Auk. 


GREEDY SEALS. 


Seals arrive pretty often at Dead- 
man's Island and bark all the even- 
ing on the San Pedro rocks. They gen- 
erally hunt along the bases of the 
rocks, apparently for crawfish, but oc- 
casionally they can be seen catching 
good sized fish. when they come to the 
surface and take a huge bite across 
the body and then shake their heads so 
that the remainder of the G#h flies off 
about ten feet. There are generally 
some sen birds watching at 
this performance, and ,I noticed that 
one large diver only took the small fieh 
that were shaken out of the stomach 
of the fish being devoured. The other 
day some amateurs were timing a seal 
that Was being fed on fish just caught 
by sportsmen and not wanted. These 
were large albicore, and the seal ate 
three of there in two minutes. I did 
not count the number he ate, but he 
probably got away with fifteen or 
more. Where he put them all was a 
niystery. 

GOOD SHOOTING. 

Yachtsmen who keep their guns at 
Terminal can always get a few plover 
in the Wilmington marshes ciose by; 
but the ducks have been very scarce 
this season, and the best sport is to 
be had outside in the ocean, and inh 
the outer harbor. Here the yachts can 
sail down quietiy on the ducks and 
bripg the owners well within range of

DRY SEASON. 


VENTURA COUNTY RANCHERS 
NOT DEPENDING ON RAIN. 


Many Private Irrigation Systems 
Instalied in Last Few Years and 
Others in Course of Construction. 
Bean Farmers Find That Pumping 
Piants Come in Handy. 


(SPECIAL CORKES PONDENCE OFf THF TIMES.) 

VENTURA, Jan. 1.—There have been 
many irrigating systems, large and 
small, perfected in this county the past 
few years, and many more are under 
way and contemplated. Farmers all 
over the county, and parti¢ularly in 
the great Santa Clara Volley, are mak- 
ing preparations already to irrigate 
their lands in case there ts an insuffi- 
cient rainfall this winter, and many 
thousand acres will be added the com- 
ing season.to the irrigated district. 
Even at this early season farmers in 
some localities have begun the irriga- 
thon of their beans lands, where they

Alf Com- 
stock on the Little Simi, has just com- 
pleted a fine well. At a depth of a little 
over 100 feet in the Comstock, well a 
ledge of flinty rock was struck which 
al! but frightened away the drillers. 
‘Ilhis was pierced, however, and a fine 
water supply was found beneath. The 
water rose to within forty feet of the 
| surface; and the supply has been found 
eweet and inexhaustible. A good pump 
will be put on and an irrigating plant 
arranged for immediately. 

The experience of the lIima bean | 
growers last year on irrigated land has 
taught them that it is worth while to 
irrigate bean land.
